Irvine Animal Care Center’s volunteers claim the shelter is a one-way pet motel

A t Purina Pro Plan’s 53rd 
annual Show Dogs of the 
Year Awards, presented by 
Dogs in Review magazine and 
the Bow Tie Inc. publishing company, 
Irvine Animal Care Center (IACC) was 
presented the Shelter of the Year award 
in 2007 for the facility’s innovative pro¬ 
grams and disaster-relief efforts during 
that year’s Southern California wildfires. 

Billing itself as “a progressive and inno¬ 
vative municipal animal shelter,” the IACC 
has also been recognized for providing 
top-notch veterinary care; high-quality 
food; soft bedding; and daily socialization 
with animals that include dogs, cats and 
bunnies available for adoption. 

But what has most set the IACC apart 
from other city- or county-run shelters 
are its low rates of euthanization. A 
February 2013 Orange County Register 
article reported only 6.2 percent of IACC 
animals were put down for behavioral 
and health reasons—and that none was 
euthanized due to lack of space or time 
spent at the shelter. By comparison, the 
American Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals lists the national rate 
of euthanization for cats at 70 percent 
and dogs at 60 percent. 

“We don’t consider ourselves a ‘no¬ 
kill’ shelter,” the center’s administrator 
Ron Edwards told the Register at the 
time, “but our euthanization numbers 
are extremely low.” 

Edwards is no longer the IACC admin¬ 
istrator; Michelle Quigley took over in 
November 2013. And today, along with 
chief veterinarian Dr. Lawrence Kosmin, 
she is accused of running the shelter’s 
sterling reputation into the ground. Their 
accusers are IACC volunteers, including 
10 who say they quit over a litany of qual¬ 
ity concerns (see sidebar). 

Things have deteriorated so quickly 
and profoundly that volunteers swarmed 
the Nov. 25 Irvine City Council meeting 
to speak out and present a 50-page report 
detailing the problems at the 3.73-acre, 
park-like shelter that operates on a $2.53 
million budget in the current fiscal year. 

The volunteers say they have previ¬ 
ously advised IACC staff, the City Coun¬ 
cil, city manager, assistant city manager, 
Community Services director, Com¬ 
munity Services manager and Human 
Resources Department of their concerns, 
but doing so publicly got the word out to 
residents watching in the council cham¬ 
bers or on local television. 

“Sadly, I realized the shelter developed a 
culture that did not center on animal wel¬ 
fare,” said Ava Crittenden, her voice crack¬ 
ing, of her decision to quit as a staff mem¬ 


ber just days before the City Council meet¬ 
ing. “I saw our city dollars being spent on 
a management team that falls grossly short 
of upholding the city’s vision.” 

One longtime volunteer said she used 
to have funds from her paycheck diverted 
to the city shelter but will donate no lon¬ 
ger. Another, who had volunteered for 11 
years, alleged “animals are being eutha¬ 
nized carelessly, barbarically, for space 
and just out of laziness for not wanting to 
care for them any further.” 

When it came to gravitas, it was tough 
to top Dotsie Bausch, a silver medalist for 
USA Cycling at the 2012 London Olym¬ 
pics, an Irvine Distinguished Citizen 
Award honoree last summer and a shel¬ 
ter volunteer for the past four years. “We 
want to get the shelter back to what was 
celebrated on the national news channels 
and what every Irvine resident wants it 
to be,” she told the council. 

Despite the revelation that these 
concerns have been presented to them 
before, the top two members of the 
City Council only appear to be taking 
them seriously now. “The city manager 
will closely monitor what the shelter 
management is doing to prompt these 
complaints,” Mayor Steven Choi told the 
Register a day after the council meet¬ 


ing, saying pre-publicity about the IACC 
volunteers coming to address city leaders 
and the folks at the speakers podium that 
night convinced him problems exist. 

Choi said that after some investigation, 
city staff will draft a proposal for changes 
that will be brought before council for a 
vote. But the mayor hinted at one major 
change: “I was hoping Michelle Quigley 
could turn it around, but obviously, this 
person may have her own set of prob¬ 
lems,” Choi said. 

When it comes to medical care, Mayor 
Pro Tern Jeff Lalloway said the city will 
consult with experts, possibly from the 
UC Davis veterinary school. “Whatever 
the problem is, we’ll get to the bottom of 
it and fix it,” Lalloway vowed to the Daily 
Pilot on Nov. 28. 

The council did take one solid step 
toward improving IACC at that Nov. 25 
meeting, although it was coincidental, 
coming as part of its year-end budget 
review: A $250,000 request for medical 
supplies and new flooring at the shelter 
was approved.

Concerns and 
Solutions 

A 50-page document Irvine Animal 
Care Center volunteers presented 
to the City Council includes the follow¬ 
ing concerns: 

• Use of donation funds intended for ani¬ 
mal care going instead to capital improve¬ 
ments and staff salary; 

• Mistreatment of animals and inhu¬ 
mane euthanasias, including botched 
procedures in which animals needlessly 
suffered for extended periods of time. 

One cat's euthanasia took two hours, 
and a euthanized kitten was thrown into 
the laundry; 

• Denying animals the "five freedoms": 
from hunger and thirst; from discomfort; 
from pain, injury or disease; to express 
normal behavior; and from fear and dis¬ 
tress. Volunteers allege dogs are spend¬ 
ing 22 to 23 hours in their kennels and not 
being taken out to relieve themselves; 

• Euthanasia of treatable animals; volun¬ 
teers claim the enhanced-care program 
and donation funds are not being used; 

• Euthanasia of animals with commit¬ 
ted adopters; 

•Animals on "safe keep" status adopted 
to new owners while their owner was in 
the hospital; 

• Stray animal euthanized before the wait 
time was up and owner came to claim; 
•Substandard neuter surgeries requiring 
additional care and pain and suffering. 

Solutions the volunteers requested: 

• Investigation by independent third party 
into the past year under shelter adminis¬ 
trator Michelle Quigley and chief veteri¬ 
narian Dr. Lawrence Kosmin and the con¬ 
cerns volunteers previously forwarded to 
the City Council, city manager, assistant 
city manager, Community Services direc¬ 
tor, Community Services manager, Human 
Resources and the centers staff; 

• Forensic audit of the donation 
account, including how and where 
money is being spent; 

• Creation of the Irvine Animal Care Cen¬ 
ter Advisory Board or Irvine Animal Care 
Center Committee underthe Community 
Services Commission to address current 
and future issues; 

• Intakes and outcomes of all animals 
regardless of method be made available 
on the website monthly—noses in and 
noses out, nothing excluded; 

• Hire a pro-humane, pro-life chief veteri¬ 
narian for the open position; 

• Hire a behaviorist who can evaluate ani¬ 
mals and work with staff and volunteers 
on improving the welfare and adoptability 
of the animals at the shelter.

How the Newport Beach Police Department made life for its good cops a living hell

t was impossible for Balboa Peninsula motorists to 
notice anything unusual when they passed Newport 
Beach City Hall on the afternoon of March 10,2011. 
The warm sun hovering above steady beach traf¬ 
fic and palm trees swaying from a periodic, lazy breeze 
revealed just a typical, Southern California day But not 
far from Pacific Coast Highway, on a sidewalk adjacent 
to 32nd Street—a road flanking local government offices 
until last year’s relocation—high-ranking police officers 
were teaching a lesson to one of Orange County’s most 


heroic whistleblowers and his wife: Mess with us, and 
you’ll pay dearly 

In recent years, daily examples of faithful public 
service inside the Newport Beach Police Department 
(NBPD) have been overshadowed by alarming corrup¬ 
tion. City officials ignore or downplay the misconduct, 
but NBPD bosses turned the agency into a darker, 
stupider version of Animal House. Court records and 
internal documents show the city’s boys in blue have 
accepted gratuities in exchange for favors, gotten frat-boy 


drunk at work, lied under oath, passed out confidential 
information to pals, encouraged oral sex from female job 
applicants, committed wild adultery on duty, doctored 
official reports, hurled feces, dished out horrific domestic 
violence against wives and girlfriends, engaged in intoxi¬ 
cated bar fights, issued criminal threats, vandalized prop¬ 
erty, converted powerful agency spy equipment to per¬ 
sonal use, and rigged promotion systems to ensure mostly 
see-no-evil, management-loyal employees rise—and let 
the hijinks continue.

One of the more honorable cops at 
NBPD was John Hougan, who began 
working at the department in 1990 and 
earned a promotion to sergeant in 2005. 
Solving more than 400 sexual assaults, 
Hougan enjoyed a respectable reputation. 
He served as the lead detective in the 
notorious Haidl Gang Rape case, refusing 
Orange County Sheriff’s Department pres¬ 
sure to sabotage the investigation since 
one of the defendants was the spoiled 
son of Don Haidl, an assistant sheriff and 
wealthy used-car dealer who purchased 
his badge in violation of California law. 

Though not perfect, Hougan was the 
type of cop citizens appreciated: hard¬ 
working, polite and without authoritarian 
impulses. In late 2008, he was summoned 
to Orange County Superior Court as a 
witness in a lawsuit filed by a colleague, 
Neil Harvey, who sued NBPD for illegally 
blocking his promotions. Police manage¬ 
ment labeled Harvey gay, a conclusion 
erroneously deduced, in part, because he 
wrote coherent incident reports, offered 
crime victims compassionate assistance 
and lived in artsy Laguna Beach. A stream 
of officers, including then-chief John 
Klein, testified there had been no anti¬ 
gay animus against Harvey, but Hougan 
refused to lie or suffer fake amnesia. He 
described unlawful harassment heaped on 
Harvey, and, when asked, he named the 
offenders: basically the entire command 
staff. Thanks largely to that testimony, 
Harvey won the $2 million case. 

For nearly two decades, Hougan’s per¬ 
sonnel record glowed with commenda¬ 
tions and praiseful letters from residents. 
Not a single serious reprimand or Internal 
Affairs (IA) probe marred his file. But in 
the wake of the Harvey trial and his com¬ 
plaints of rigged promotions, colleagues 
mad-dogged him, called him a “snitch” 
and a “traitor,” stole his personal property, 
and even taped a picture of a bomb on 
his desk. Other officers began looking for 
ways to tarnish his career. Captain Dale 
Johnson, one of the cops Hougan identi¬ 
fied in the Harvey smear, called him into 
his office, shut the door and said he didn’t 
appreciate the testimony on Harvey’s 
behalf. “I just wanted you to know that,” 
said Johnson, according to Hougan, who 
replied before walking out, “Is that all?” 

Which brings us back to that idyllic 
March 10,2011, afternoon. 

That day, the city’s civil-service board 
held its monthly meeting to hear Hougan 
argue a claim alleging illegal retaliation by 
the NBPD. After the trial, his bosses had 
launched a supposedly “random” audit 
of office computer use that somehow 
focused solely on Hougan and found that, 
on some days, he allegedly deactivated 
Google’s “safe search” button to surf 
the Internet for risque or pornographic 
images. Instead of telling the sergeant to 
knock off the conduct, officials saw the 
chance to secretly build a case for severe 
punishment. According to IA records, 


Hougan’s searches included “Jennifer 
Lopez,” “scantily clad,” “Tim Tebow girl¬ 
friend,” “topless,” “Octomom,” “nude,” 
“Brooke Mueller,” “Dallas Cowboys cheer¬ 
leaders,” “peephole” and “Snooki.” 

Over the years, dozens of cops have 
been caught misusing NBPD comput¬ 
ers—some far worse than Hougan’s 


breach—without suffering any meaning¬ 
ful punishment. But NBPD Chief Jay 
Johnson demoted Hougan from sergeant 
to officer (a move that resulted in about a 
20 percent annual pay loss), claiming his 
decision was “fair” and “impartial” and 
entirely unrelated to the Harvey trial or 
his protests over promotions rigging. 

Johnson wasn’t done with Hougan yet. 
At the board meeting, the chief—think¬ 
ing his words would be shielded from 
public consumption during a closed ses¬ 
sion—slyly enticed its old, conservative 
members to uphold his decision by offer¬ 
ing erroneous, inflammatory testimony: 
Johnson wondered aloud if Hougan and 
his police-dispatcher wife, Christie, were 
promiscuous with other couples. In the 
retaliation game, the move was akin to 
wounding two birds with one stone. 

“I have reviewed some of the websites 
and things that [Hougan] was looking at,” 
Johnson said, according to a transcript 
obtained by the Weekly. “And I know that 
some of the websites he was interested in 
[were related to] wife swapping. So, if that 
is something that he and his wife were 
comfortable with, maybe she does know 
about [his illicit web use]. I don’t know.” 

Hougan sent Christie, who was off- 
duty and waiting in the lobby of the board 
meeting, a text message about Johnson’s 
remarks. When the chief and Lieutenant 
Jeff Lu emerged on the sidewalk at 32nd 
Street, she confronted them. Cops can only 
surreptitiously record a conversation for a 
criminal investigation, but Johnson turned 
on his iPhone voice recorder to capture 
her words without getting permission. 

Christie wanted to know why he’d 
tainted her with a wife-swapping sugges¬ 
tion after repeatedly reassuring her on 
earlier occasions that he was her ally. 

“If it’s any consolation, I didn’t say that,” 


the chief replied. “I said that... Well, I’m 
not going to tell what I said, but I don’t 
think it’s appropriate to talk about it.” 

Christie seethed. “Oh, I got it, hun,” she 
said. “You know what? This is not going to 
be pretty. Not after those comments. It’s 
not going to be pretty.” 

Johnson asked what she meant.

“This whole thing, it’s not going to end 
well,” she replied. 

“Are you threatening me, Christie? I 
don’t get this.” 

“Am I threatening you?” she asked. “I’m 
not at work. I’m a private person right 
now. You’re not paying me. I’m having a 
discussion with you.” 

Her husband walked up, and she told 
the chief, “When I get back to work and 
tell everybody what you’re saying about 
me in the courtroom, your credibility is 
gonna go through the floor.” 

Lu ordered her to keep her mouth shut 
about the accusation. “How do you know I 
said anything about you?” Johnson fired back. 

As he demanded she reveal her source, 
Hougan pulled her away. 

The next day, at the continued civil-ser¬ 
vice board hearing, Hougan’s lawyer, Saku 
Ethir, got Johnson to admit the demotion 
of her client was the harshest discipline 
he’d ever imposed for improper computer 
use and, more important, that the wife¬ 
swapping tale was bogus. 

“In that entire [IA] report, was there any 
reference to any searches done by Sergeant 
Hougan that pertained to wife swapping?” 

“No, ma’am,” the chief conceded. 

Civil-service board hearings contain 
a confidentiality provision designed to 
protect the accused officer. But members 
displayed their coziness to Johnson by 
lecturing Hougan for violating Johnson’s 
right to confidentiality when he told 
Christie about the chief’s accusation. 

Not surprisingly, the board—stacked 
with well-connected, political-appointee 
hacks—approved the demotion. 

After the sidewalk incident, Johnson 
ordered Lu to make a record of Chris¬ 
tie’s “inappropriate” and “demeaning” 
comments. The chief followed up with a 
memo outlining his victimhood and for¬ 



warded the tape recording to his trusty IA 
unit. Those investigators refused to deter¬ 
mine if the recording violated state law or 
to consider if the unfounded wife-swap- 
ping line was a form of sexual harassment 
or a simple policy-violating lie. 

But, soon, John and Christie Hou¬ 
gan would find absurdly trivial mat¬ 
ters sculpted into unforgiveable firing 
offenses—and the NBPD’s top brass would 
successfully push out more whistleblow¬ 
ers from its ranks. 

A 2012 survey of rank-and-file 
NBPD officers conducted in 
advance of a police “team-build¬ 
ing workshop” revealed a desire 
to “eliminate the good ole [sic] boy system.” 
The sentiment had lingered for decades, 
stemming from the 1980s, when cops had 
used the radio call “NIN”—“Nigger in 
Newport”—whenever a black person was 
spotted in the upscale, overwhelmingly 
white city. All of the department’s highest 
ranks have been occupied for years by men, 
almost entirely Caucasian males. Asked 
earlier this year to identify all the women 
in his chain of command, Johnson could 
only name his secretary. 

Other tactics to maintain the status 
quo were subtler. It was no secret inside 
the agency that senior officials employed 
multiple, shifting systems to bypass civil- 
service rules over who won promotions. 
One scheme ensured that the top three 
scoring candidates in the various tests 
for, say, a captain’s post finished in a tie. 
The scenario gave cover for the police 
chief to select candidates most loyal to 
the cause, not most qualified or honest. 
Another plot, launched during Chief Bob 
McDonell’s reign (1993 to 2007), gave 
retiring management allies secret, side 
employment agreements that inflated 
their benefits packages and also kept top 
slots technically occupied until the bosses 
could maneuver a particular acceptable 
candidate into play. 

It was under this system that dozens 
of examples of incompetence began pil¬ 
ing up in state and federal court cases. 

For example, veteran Los Angeles Police 
Department (LAPD) officer Jeri de la 
Torre felt shock when she transferred to 
NBPD and believed her training officers, 
Jerry Lowe and Randy Querry, were 
demeaning and condescending. Though 
she’d received honors for her LAPD work 
on dangerous gang assignments, she was 
berated in Newport Beach as unquali¬ 
fied to match their supposedly tougher 
standards. Other officers made clear they 
wanted her gone, and she feared for her 
safety. “On two occasions, I had my tires 
on my car punctured in the [gated] park¬ 
ing lot at the department,” de la Torre— 
who retired two years ago—testified in 
a June 2014 deposition in the Christie 
Hougan case. When she asked to inspect 
surveillance video of the parking lot, man¬ 
agement told her tapes for the days of the 
vandalism were missing. 

During this period, two important 
developments happened that perpetuated

the good ol’ boys scheme. After McDonell 
retired, he and Homer Bludau (the city 
manager who’d eventually get caught 
taking free meals from a Balboa Bay res¬ 
taurant that won the quiet, unapproved 
conversion of 11 public parking spaces 
into private valet slots) saw to it that 
McDonell confidante John Klein would 
become chief. In Klein, Captain Jim 
Kaminsky had a buddy. The two men took 
trips together to attend Chicago Cubs 
games and Los Angeles Angels’ spring¬ 
training events in Arizona. 

NBPD officers such as Hougan discov¬ 
ered and documented allegations that 
Kaminsky also enjoyed the finer things 
in life—especially if individuals seeking 
police favors were paying. For example, he 
accepted free hotel rooms, bar tabs, sports 
tickets and massages at the swank Island 
Hotel in Newport Center near Fashion 
Island, according to allegations contained 
in court files. Those same records assert 
that Kaminsky destroyed valid parking- 
violation tickets at the request of that 
hotel’s management and eased license 
requirements for their massage-service 
providers. Police and city management 
had no apparent concerns about Kamin¬ 
sky’s numerous transgressions, which 
court records show included substantial 
pornographic-website browsing on duty. 

In 2010, California’s Fair Political Prac¬ 
tices Commission (FPPC) fined Kaminsky 
$1,000 for failing to declare several years 
worth of gifts on public-disclosure forms. 
He was allowed to retire with full benefits 
and, unlike Hougan, without departmen¬ 
tal discipline. City attorney Aaron Harp 
insisted to a Los Angeles Times reporter 
in the embarrassing FPPC aftermath that 
“there’s no evidence of any wrongdoing 
by any members of [NBPD].” Evidence 
sometimes just disappears. City officials 
had agreed to a confidential contract with 
Kaminsky, compelling them to erase his 
personnel file as soon as legally possible; 
not wanting the public to know the depths 
of their police cesspool, they complied. 

Klein had been forced to resign in June 
2009, in the wake of an investigation into 
how he received his promotion to chief. 
But even with an interim chief in charge 
for about a year, management-favored cops 
continued to win special treatment despite 
misconduct allegations. In a court deposi¬ 
tion for the Christie Hougan case, Michael 
O’Beirne—who worked as a NBPD cop for 
11 years until suffering an on-duty motor¬ 
cycle accident—shared examples of the 
department’s warped ethics. “In January 
2010,1 learned that fellow officer Damon 
Psaros became so intoxicated he took his 
own fecal matter [after defecating in his 
hand] and threw it on another officer, 
Detective Bob Watts,” O’Beirne testified. 
He said the incident resulted in no punish¬ 
ment. Psaros is now a lieutenant and Chief 
Johnson’s training officer. 

O’Beirne—who served as a police-union 


official—also revealed a 2012 incident 
involving Captain Johnson (no relation to 
the current chief) at a Palm Desert resort 
hosting a police-management decision¬ 
making conference. “He was so drunk that 
he made a mess, spilling the contents of 
his cooler when he arrived at the hotel,” 
testified O’Beirne, who said the event 
resulted in no discipline. 

In case it’s not clear how justice works 
in NBPD, there’s the federal case of Zach¬ 
ary McEligot, who had a friend working at 
the Island Hotel and reported Kaminsky’s 
arrangement. According to court records, 
McEligot additionally claimed McDonell 
took a $10,000 luxury weekend at the 
establishment for free and NBPD manage¬ 
ment wanted the hotel-security staff to 
erase surveillance-camera recordings on 
certain dates so there would be no record 
of the identities of who accompanied the 
cops during their visits. 

There was no reward for honesty. More 
than a decade of positive employment 
reviews ended for McEligot. Manage¬ 
ment moved his shift 30 minutes earlier 
without telling him, then issued a for¬ 
mal reprimand when he showed up at 
the usual time. IA investigations were 
launched and determined that his civil¬ 
ian uniform, while neat, had not been in 
perfect compliance with policy. In 2012, 
department officials claimed McEligot 
deserved firing. 

“It was clear that defendants sought to 
terminate the plaintiff in retaliation for 
his disclosures of illegal activities by high- 
ranking members of the NBPD,” McEli- 
got’s pending federal lawsuit states. “The 
basis given for the termination are disin¬ 
genuous and pretext for the true reasons 
which motivated plaintiff’s termination.” 

I n June 2010, Jay Johnson replaced 
Klein. If Klein played country bump¬ 
kin, Johnson is more city slicker. He 
graduated from high school with 
honors and began college interested in 
mechanical engineeringbefore deciding 
on a law-enforcement career enhanced 
by a master’s degree from Cal State Long 
Beach. Tall, trim and possessing a toothy 
smile, Johnson’s intellectual confidence is 
often displayed by a willingness to engage 
in verbal chess matches, according to 
NBPD sources. There are reports he has 
imperial impulses, too. According to court 
records, he once ordered officers to clear 
traffic congestion for his family to attend 
a Back Bay party. He has also been known 
to play dumb. Though bitter tensions 
dominated the department during his 
arrival, Johnson claimed under oath that 
he “didn’t see any animosity.” 

Shortly after becoming chief, Johnson 
had demoted Hougan, leading to the offi¬ 
cer’s October 2010 complaint and the dra¬ 
matic March 2011 confrontation outside 
Newport Beach City Hall after the civil- 
service board meeting. By then, Johnson 
had already played one final ace against 
Hougan. In February 2011, a demoted, 
heavily medicated Hougan was at home 
recovering from a serious injury that hap¬ 
pened during an altercation days earlier 























with a hostile suspect. Lieutenant Lu, 
Johnson’s right-hand man, called to inform 
Hougan he was suspected of running over 
a bird on the beach earlier that year. 

Newport Beach has some of the nation’s 
best lifeguards patrolling 6.2 miles of gor¬ 
geous Pacific Ocean coastline. In certain 
sections, the beach is wide, with pockets 
of hilly sand mounds that can hide the 
presence of small animals such as birds. 
Lifeguards in city vehicles accidentally 
run over and kill the birds dozens of times 
a year. Within lifeguard management, the 
incidents have never merited an employee 
reprimand. But Hougan was different. 

Lu, who never recovered the alleged dead 
bird, told him he was now the target of 
another IA investigation. 

No Newport cop had ever been singled 
out for such an act. Immediately inside 
NBPD, Lu’s move was recognized by 
officers as an “RF,” meaning “rat fuck,” 
according to court records. The depart¬ 
ment fired Hougan five months later for 
allegedly not living up to the department’s 
ethical standards. 

Next up on Chief Johnson’s hot seat? 
Christie Hougan. 

W e’ve all seen TV news stories 
in which an unprofessional 
police dispatcher rudely 
treats a frantic caller in a 
life-or-death emergency, but Christie 
perfected the job she loved. Her personnel 
file is loaded with more than a decade of 
accolades showing her performances con¬ 
sistently earned “exceeds expectations” 
grades. To her credit, she maintained that 
record while undergoing severe experi¬ 
ences. In the 1990s, she found her mother 
raped and murdered, an event that left her 
with a diagnosis of post-traumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD). The condition returned 
years later when three men working for 
Sit ’N Sleep tried to rob Christie in the 
presence of her infant child during a mat¬ 
tress delivery. 

Though painful, the traumas rein¬ 
forced her determination to be a caring 
dispatcher. In one case, a 13-year-old 
boy arrived home from school, found his 
mother unresponsive and called 911. On a 
telephone line involving several dispatch¬ 
ers at different emergency-services agen¬ 
cies, Christie was the most calming voice 
for the boy, according to NBPD reports. 
After the call concluded, she wept, know¬ 
ing the kid’s mother was dead, but quickly 
regained her composure when new calls 
for help came from other citizens. 

“That poor kid will remember for the 
rest of his life hearing her voice and hearing 
somebody who sounded very caring,” said 
Kathy McGlinchey, a 20-year colleague who 
described Christie as a “great” dispatcher. “I 
love her. Everybody felt the same way.” 

Well, not everybody at NBPD shared 
the affection. Pro-management cops 
increased Christie’s tension by talking 
disparagingly about her husband in her 
presence. Senior officials played their role, 
too. Johnson’s command staff secretly 
monitored the Hougans’ email exchanges 
that revealed how the department’s 


hostility drove the couple emotionally 
apart. John wanted the retaliation to end; 
Christie wanted a swift conclusion to the 
nightmare and, in some communications, 
voiced her contempt that her husband 
had landed them on the verge of financial 
doom. McGlinchey observed the situation 
was “difficult” for Christie. “I don’t think 
she felt safe,” she said. 

John had been fired, Christie was under 
IA investigation, there were bills to pay 
and children to raise, and their frustra¬ 
tion with each other was mounting. Chief 
Johnson began standing behind her in the 
dispatch room, breathing heavily on her 
neck and telling her he was there for her 
if she needed consolation, according to 
Christie. In another incident, the chief’s 
brother, a Long Beach cop, noted his 
appreciation of her legs during a tour of 
NBPD facilities. 

Christie filed a wrongful-termination 
lawsuit against the department in April 
2013, having been fired a year earlier. City 
lawyers tried to mock her on allegations 
of sexual harassment during a deposi¬ 
tion, but she declared she’d spent most 
of her adult life around “alpha male” 
cops and easily recognized their roman¬ 
tic advances. She also asserted the chief 
talked in front of women about the size 
of his hands as an indicator of sexual 
prowess. When the two met in the chief’s 
office, he allegedly sat inches from her 
while insisting he was looking out for her, 
according to court records. 

Though the chief—who declined an 
interview request—denied inappropri¬ 
ate conduct in depositions, his IA unit 
busily worked to nail Christie. With the 
intensity of a serial-killer probe, seasoned 
felony detectives Mark Hamilton and Joe 
Cartwright interrogated her about con¬ 
fronting the chief over his wife-swapping 
remarks. They built an insubordination 
case by digging through her emails and 
finding that she’d told her best friend, 
who had no NBPD connection, about the 
chief’s remark. They created a case for 
unprofessionalism because of a single 
cuss word uttered a year earlier, though 
numerous cops attest to the fact that 
profanity is a daily staple of police work. 
They manufactured a case that claimed 
she’d said “disparaging” remarks about 
the chief, a frequent occurrence among 
staffers that had never before resulted in 
an IA probe, much less firing. They con¬ 
cluded Christie had been “inappropriate” 
for protesting the chief’s brother’s com¬ 
ment about her legs. They even claimed 
she had disrupted dispatch. Though IA 
didn’t bother to interview everybody in 
the unit, her reviews remained outstand¬ 
ing and an internal memo documented it 
was another employee, a man, who mostly 
created tension in the unit. 

In a deposition conducted by Melanie 
R. Savarese, Christie’s attorney, Lieuten¬ 
ant Jon Lewis—the man who was in 
charge of the IA probe and agreed he’d 
“always” respected the dispatcher’s

under state law from retaliation for com¬ 
plaining about sexual harassment. 

Savarese asked Lewis a hypothetical 
question: "If, tomorrow, a subordinate 
comes to you and says, ‘Lieutenant, 
another co-worker is accusing me and 
my husband of wife swapping/ would 
you expect that under the policies of the 
police department and the city, that the 
employee would be free from retaliation?” 

Lewis answered, “Yes.” 

Then the lieutenant bumbled an expla¬ 
nation for Christie’s January 2012 firing, 
saying, “Well, we’ll go back and look at it. 

I mean, I can’t, this is, in terms of, if you 
want to go through the whole analysis, 

I mean, it’s been documented. You have 
those documents. I mean, it’s there. I 
mean, I think it speaks for itself.” 

Christie’s attorney got Lewis to admit 
employees have been framed in the past 
by their NBPD enemies, who threw “mud 
against the wall to see what sticks.” 

“It happens,” the lieutenant replied. 

Three weeks before the firing, Chris¬ 
tie’s boss sent Lewis a draft of her annual 
performance review to allow him to make 
edits, but he didn’t. The review mentioned 
the 10-month-old cuss-word incident and 
stated, “Christie appears to have been put¬ 
ting her best foot forward in an attempt to 
maintain positive working relationships 
with her co-workers, and it has not gone 


unnoticed. This is the type of behavior 
that is expected of our employees, and it’s 
refreshing to see her continue to move in 
a positive direction.” 

Savarese asked Lewis if he disagreed 
with the review. “I mean, she, you know, 
his comments there, I don’t have any 
issues with,” he replied. 


Who had Lewis consulted before ignor¬ 
ing the good performance review and 
making the termination recommendation? 

“I may have spoken to Dale Johnson 
about it,” he said—naming the very cap¬ 
tain who’d confronted John Hougan after 
his testimony in the Harvey trial. 


Lewis sent his recommendation to the 
man who’d initiated the IA probe, Chief 
Johnson. He approved what he called a 
“serious” move. 

Christie’s conduct, the chief explained 
in a June 6 deposition in Los Angeles, 
was “very derogatory and defamatory and 
harmful to the city.” 


Elaborating, he said, “The overall 
assumption that I had was that she was 
going to try [to] hurt my reputation, falsely 
accuse me of things that I didn’t do or say.” 

Asked if he tied the Hougans to promiscu¬ 
ity, Chief Johnson answered, “I did not. I have 
no idea if they’ve engaged in wife swapping.” 


He likes and cares for both Hougans, 
he testified. 

N ine months ago, Newport Beach 
and the city’s liability-insurance 
carrier decided they didn’t 
want future juries to consider 
lawsuits filed by Craig Frizzell, Steven 
Shulman and Rob Morton. The trio of 
longtime, well-respected NBPD officers 
alleged they could prove rampant depart¬ 
ment corruption robbed them of fair pro¬ 
motions. They received a combined total 
of about $1 million in a settlement, and 
taxpayers got a bill of more than $650,000 
in city legal expenses. 

In the Hougan cases, NBPD lawyers 
have adopted a hardball strategy designed 
to extend the litigation by protesting every 
step. They’ve argued that John Hougan 
should not get his day in court after the 
civil-service board couldn’t fathom the 
possibility of retaliation against him. 
They’ve fought the merging of his and 
Christie’s lawsuits as completely unre¬ 
lated matters, and they’ve vigorously 
blocked the Hougans’ lawyers—Jack 
Girardi, Lawrence Lennemann and Sava¬ 
rese—from inspecting police personnel 
files that show brazen inconsistencies in 
officer punishments. 

But the NBPD is losing. Christie’s case 
is scheduled for jury trial on Jan. 5. Her 
husband’s trial is set for March. A jury will 
hear McEligot’s case in July. Whether any 
reform follows remains to be seen.

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Gastropub Deja Vu 

SOCIAL in Costa Mesa seems familiar but has a few surprises up its sleeves

S OCIAL (its CAPS, not ours) 
is not unlike every other new 
American restaurant Fve seen 
open around these parts. Dish 
cloths are used as napkins. The burger is 
in the $10-to-$15 range. Fries are turned 
into poutine, and all of it is washed down 
by elaborate cocktails from a bar that 
looks as though it came from the set of 
Tombstone. Diners sit either on a hard 
wooden bench or a cold metal chair at 
long communal picnic tables. The music 
is, of course, always loud. But if you’re 
there on a Saturday night, you’ll barely 
hear anything, anyway, since everyone is 
shouting over it. Call it a gastropub, a tav¬ 
ern, a “kitchen with libations,” an “eatery 
and drink”—whatever it is, I went in with 
the feeling I’d been to SOCIAL before. 

It looked, felt and tasted like Newport 
Beach’s Bosscat, which also leans toward 
a Southern comfort-food menu. 

But as familiar as everything was, 
SOCIAL sticks out. It’s in a weathered 
strip mall that has a dollar store, a pool 
hall and a taqueria —businesses in a 
neighborhood in which SOCIAL’S mainly 
upmarket crowd wouldn’t have any rea¬ 
son to be hanging around past sundown. 
And when my date and I made our way 
past groups of women who were dispro¬ 
portionately blond and men who seemed 
to prefer flannel as the garment of choice, 
we caught the two people who sat on 
either side of our reserved seats instinc¬ 
tively inching their purses closer as we 
got near. Was it our less-than-ivory com¬ 
plexions? Or did they just remember they 
surrendered their keys to the valet while 
a man who seemed to be shouting at the 
sky walked by on the sidewalk? 

The servers should’ve put them at ease. 
A few rested their palms on my shoulder 
as they talked to me. Most were generally 
warm, even if one was befuddled when 
I asked what the shredded vegetable on 
my plate of crudo was. “Pickled apples,” a 
manager told her when she asked. Later, 

I realized it was green papaya. It was 
written up on the specials board all along. 
It didn’t matter, though: This thing they 
called a crudo wasn’t one. The hamachi 
was in dice-sized cubes, tossed with the 
acidity from a lime cordial as dressing, 
then tangled among the green papaya 
shreds with peanuts, cilantro, sliced 
chiles and crispy fried shallots as garnish. 
If it was anything at all, it’s a poke crossed 
with a ceviche crossed with a Thai salad. 
It was only when we finished it after a 
couple of forkfuls that we also realized 
it’s kind of outrageous at $18 a pop. 

For the money, the other hamachi 
on special was better. Lacquered in a

sticky soy caramel, it was a roasted collar 
with its skin crackly, served atop pick- 
led wedges of persimmon and roasted 
potatoes that were themselves glazed in 
something sweet—a fully realized union 
of disparate flavors that worked. Too bad 
the meatiest part was still ice-cold raw. 

If I were at Sushi Town a block away, I’d 
send it back. But here, I wasn’t so sure it 
wasn’t on purpose. Judging from other 
dishes I tried, SOCIAL head cook, Jeffrey 
Boullt—previously the sous chef at Play¬ 
ground-seemed to know his way around 
roasting meat. 

His best dish was the Akaushi skirt 
steak (a breed of American wagyu) he 
seared nearly black and blue. He embed¬ 
ded the slices in blubbery mashed pota¬ 
toes before flavoring it with dollops of 
chile chimichurri and garlic chips. But 
it’s how he’s unafraid to let the bitterness 
of its charring dominate the plate that 
made it one of the best steaks I’ve had 
this year. 

The char was just as good on the extra 
colossal U-10 prawns in his shrimp and 
grits. Each shrimp was freckled with bits 
of soot—as essential a flavoring as salt. 

In fact, it distracted me from the pickled 
green tomatoes and Tasso ham in a dish 
that might have done better without them. 


But even his oysters were charbroiled just 
enough yet were still slurpable. 

Since it didn’t involve the charbroiler, 
it’s perhaps understandable his weak¬ 
est dish was the duck confit poutine. 

It’s the exact kind of bland, boring, drab 
reinvention of poutine (Quebec’s only 
notable export that’s not Cirque du Soleil 
or Celine Dion) that food pundits and 
Canadians alike bemoan. The fries were 
limp, and the duck-meat gravy soaking it 
wasn’t helped by a sunny-side-up egg that 
bogged it down more. The best part of the 
dish turned out to be the cheese curds, 
which weren’t melted on top, but instead 
deep-fried tempura-style and existing 
almost as a separate dish on its own that 
tasted as though an unintentional Japa¬ 
nese agedashi tofu. 

So should you go to SOCIAL? Yes, 
the menu is still evolving, and Boullt is 
just getting started—even if you feel as if 
you’ve been here before. And if you’re not 
SLgabacho and some blonde is scared by 
your swarthy appearance? Wave hello!

O f the many things for which I'm proud of 
this infernal rag—the innocent people 
sprung from jail, the dirty politicians deposed 
from office, the multiple trends we've identi¬ 
fied long before anyone else—there's one 
trait I guarantee no one else in American 
media will ever brag about: ourteriyaki-bowl 
coverage. Overthe past decade, we've docu¬ 
mented the humble meal studiously in the 
Weekly, while most other food critics have 
scoffed. Edwin has waxed rhapsodic about 
Yoshinoya many times; I've penned multiple 
odes to the Japanese-Mexican offerings at 
MOS 2 in SanTana and Anaheim, a chain as 
much of each city's Mexican identity as the 
Shake Shack was for a previous generation 
of surfers. 

Why the fuss about bowls? To paraphrase 
George Mallory's line about Everest, because 
they're there. But also because a great bowl 
is among the most fiendishly simple meals 
to pull off, at its essence just two ingredi¬ 
ents—rice and your choice of either meat 
or veggies—sloshed in a sauce. OC's bowl 
world has many so-so entries, but few great 
ones—and Tikiyaki is a recent entry into the 
latter category. Don't get fooled by the name: 
The only things tropical about this place are 
the pineapple chunks grilled alongside the 
fabulous orange chicken and stock Hawaiian 
decor on the walls seemingly bought from 
Old Navy. No, this is straightforward bowl 
country, with teriyaki beef, chicken, shrimp 
and veggies ruling the menu, and a couple of 
appetizers (crunchy coconut shrimp, golden 
egg rolls) thrown in. A small order has so 
much meat piled over its rice base that the lip 
of your Styrofoam bowl serves as the equator 
between the rice and meat sections. They're 
all amazing, with containers of Sriracha, 
Tapatio and teriyaki sauce to doctor up your 
meal even more. 

No hipsters ever seem to stop by Tikiyaki, 
and the lunchtime crowd leans heavily 
toward Orange Fire Department and working- 
class Chicanos who grew up on the stuff. 
Foodies don't bother with the cuisine of the 
hoi polloi, but we do. So with Jeebus as my 
witness, we'll hail bowl palaces such as 
Tikiyaki as long as I'm the boss or the drought 
drives all of us away from California—which¬ 
ever comes first!

Soft tofu soup and bulgogi combo at Dae Myoung Ok 


I n one sprawling Irvine shopping cen¬ 
ter sit three Korean restaurants that 
serve soondubu jjigae, the soft tofu 
soup that comes out in a boiling caul¬ 
dron. All of them are worthy. All of them 
are good. But Dae Myoung Ok Korean 
Restaurant might just be its Methuselah. 
Before the recent remodel of the center, its 
marquee simply read, “Korean Restaurant,” 
which should tell you it came from a time 
when there weren’t as many Koreans in 
Irvine as there are now. 

But Dae Myoung Ok is a catch-all 
Korean restaurant. It’s not just a soft tofu 
specialist, as is Koba a few doors down; 
it cooks the whole spectrum of Korean 
dishes. Still, you want the soondubu. 
Specifically, you want the soft tofu soup 
and bulgogi combo. It’s $15.99 during 
dinner hours, a few bucks less at lunch, 
and comes with eight panchan; all of it

together is enough for three people (just 
spring an extra buck for a second bowl 
of rice). 

The onions in the bulgogi are as sweet 
as candy, while the beef melts as if it were 
ice cream. When it arrives, the tofu soup 
will gurgle and sputter, filled with soft soy 
curds, bits of meat, octopus, a lone piece of 
shrimp and a raw egg already cracked into 
it. Asking for medium spiciness is advis¬ 
able. Anything less wouldn’t be as tasty or 
as Korean or, these days, as Irvine.

Gran Vino Sanson 
From Villa Roma 

V illa Roma in Laguna Hills is many things, 
including a fabulous Argentine restau¬ 
rant, the best place in South County to watch 
football matches and a great place for a large 
wedding reception. But only its loyal custom¬ 
ers know that this stalwart also offers one of 
the best selections of South American wines 
in Orange County, giving even Mr. Hi-Time a 
run for his money. The focus, naturally, is on 
Argentina, but the store section of Villa Roma 
stocks Chilean varietals alongside vinos of 
the world. 

I'm not much of a wine guy, save for the 
sweet stuff. So I was delighted on a recent 
visit to find the relatively rare Gran Vino San¬ 
son hidden behind more prestigious labels. 

THE DRINK 

It's a dessert wine, and while wine enthusiasts 
compare it to vermouth, I say it snuggles 
right in between sherry and port in its sticky 



sweetness. But it also works as a digestif 
thanks to a wallop of anise and cloves out of 
a Garcia Lorca fantasy. Gran Vino Sanson's 
position in the world of Spanish wines is akin 
to Manischewitz (utilitarian, tolerated, never 
heralded as genius), and that's why it's hard 
to find in OC—indeed, it was the only bottle 
in stock at Villa Roma when I bought it. But 
kudos to Villa Roma for showing it even a little 
bit of love. Ask for it, but if it's not in stock, just 
get any other of the wines offered there. And 
the milanesa—don't forget the milanesa!

Where the Wild Reese Is 

Witherspoon hoboes through the winning Wild

F or reasons that are perhaps 

understandable, stories about 
women finding themselves—or 
their voices, or their inner cour¬ 
age, or any number of things that are appar¬ 
ently very easy to mislay—are big business. 
But even if Cheryl Strayed’s hugely success¬ 
ful 2012 memoir Wild: From Lost to Found 
on the Pacific Crest Trail fits the classic 
self-discovery template perfectly, it’s at least 
lively and entertaining. This account of the 
author’s 1,100-mile trek up the Pacific Crest 
Trail, from the Mojave Desert to Washing¬ 
ton State—a trip she took alone in 1995 as a 
way of coping with her mother’s untimely 
death and the fact that her own life had 
gone seriously off the rails—works both as 
a highly descriptive piece of travel writing 
and a supremely candid, often very funny 
running interior monologue. As effortlessly 
likable as the book is, though, the chances 
of messing up the movie version were great: 
How do you dramatize a story that essen¬ 
tially consists of walking and thinking- 
breathtaking scenery notwithstanding? 

Jean-Marc Vallee pulls it off in Wild, 
in which Reese Witherspoon, as Strayed, 
faces down such wilderness horrors as 
egg-fryingheat, mountain passes clogged 
with snow, ill-fitting boots and tiny, slippery 
frogs that come out in droves at night. This 
woman-vs.-nature battle is, of course, really 
a woman-vs.-herself conflict in disguise. 
Although she’s joined by the occasional fel¬ 
low traveler, the Strayed of Wild is mostly 


alone, deeply so, with the memories of her 
mother, Bobbi (Laura Dern), who died a 
few years earlier at age 45. In the time since, 
Strayed had done a marvelous job of mess¬ 
ing up her life: She’s had a careless and dan¬ 
gerous fling with heroin, and she’s still feel¬ 
ing sorrow over a failed marriage. Though 
she isn’t a particularly experienced hiker, 
Strayed somehow decides her best move is 
to fill up a backpack that will end up being 
bigger and bulkier than she is and head out 
into the cruel and beautiful natural world, 
a place where surely she’ll be able to find 
herself or something. As she says in one of 
the movie’s many instances of introspective 
voice-over, "I’m gonna walk my way back to 
the woman my mother thought I was.” 

That kind of signpost language is best 
used sparingly, and thankfully, Vallee and 
screenwriter Nick Hornby keep it to a 
minimum. Mostly, they just show us this 
half-bumpy, half-glorious journey through 
Strayed’s eyes, and their vision is by and 
large faithful to her book. Both open with 
Strayed in mid-hike, having just scaled a 
challenging ridge. She stops to rest at the top 
and removes her boots, revealing bloodied 
socks beneath—she has learned, too late, 
that her footgear is a size too small. Still, 
it’s better than nothing, which is what she 
has after her backpack topples, sending one 
boot first flying and then bouncing down 
the steep hillside, never to be seen again. 

She throws its mate, now useless, after it, 
screaming with rage: She’s furious at her 


stupid boots, but even more furious at the 
stupid universe for taking her mother away. 

Vallee (. Dallas Buyers Club, The Young 
Victoria) knows how to transform that 
futile fury into a kind of dramatic energy; 
the movie, just as its heroine, is always 
moving forward, pausing occasionally for 
a reflective flashback. Strayed recalls her 
life with her now ex-husband (Thomas 
Sadoski) and relives their parting in an 
excruciating whisper of detail—their good¬ 
bye is heavy with sadness, much like a fat 
rain cloud that just refuses to break. She 
thinks back on her mother, who raised her 
and her brother (Keene McRae) alone after 
finally getting the courage to leave her abu¬ 
sive husband, the children’s father. Dern 
is a wonderfully sympathetic presence in 
those scenes: She appears to be bathed in 
that idealistic glow we create around loved 
ones after they’re gone, as if these imagi¬ 
nary molecules of light were our last hope 
of keeping them from slipping away into 
mere memories. 

Strayed does an awful lot of thinking 
on that trail, but she does a lot of looking, 
too, and Vallee and cinematographer Yves 
Belanger are scrupulously alert to her sur¬ 
roundings: They show us a moon rising 
above the trees as if it’s a miraculous, glowing 
biscuit. We also get one of those snowy land¬ 
scapes topped by something that’s either a 
bowl of feathery clouds or a misty, mythical- 
looking faraway mountain range—either way, 
it’s astonishing. (The picture was shot mostly

in Oregon, as well as in the Mojave Desert.) 

Both the material and the setting seem 
to have shaken something loose in With¬ 
erspoon (who is also one of the movie’s 
producers): She’s moved further away from 
those uptight, humorless romantic-comedy 
cuties she played in the mid-2000s and 
more toward the breezy, blunt, self-deter¬ 
mined characters of her early career, such 
as the one she played in Matthew Bright’s 
crazy-sordid modem fairytale Freeway. 

With her little acorn face—even as she nears 
40, she still resembles one of those fairy 
nymphs in an old children’s storybook, the 
type who wear upside-down bluebells as 
hats—Witherspoon is generally in danger of 
overdoing her plucky adorableness. But in 
Wild, she kicks any potential cuteness right 
over the ridge, just like that boot. 

As Strayed, she’s alive to the wonder of 
it all—not just to the gorgeous harshness 
of the landscape around her, but also to 
the weirdos and generous souls she meets 
on her long solo trek, among them a nerd- 
ily enthusiastic writer for the Hobo Times 
(played, with goofball wit, by Mo McRae) 
and agentle-souled nouveau-hippie (played 
by Michiel Huisman) who engages her in a 
tender sexual adventure. For the time being, 
Witherspoon—sometimes a wonderful 
actress, sometimes a maddening one—has 
found herself. Maybe it’s the kind of happy 
accident that comes about only when you 
don’t know you’ve been lost.

(Whether 
the city is fictitious or simply the near 
future is up for debate.) Boy wonder Hiro 
(Ryan Potter), a 14-year-old orphan, joins 
his college-age older brother, Tadashi 
(Daniel Henney), in a state-of-the-art 
laboratory inventing marvels with other 
young geniuses: Go Go (Jamie Chung), 
a hellion with a magnetic bike; Wasabi, 
a geek who loves lasers; and Honey 
Lemon (Genesis Rodriguez), a girlie girl 
who knows her way around chemicals. 
To make engineers more awesome, the 
movie upgrades the gang into superhe¬ 
roes, which scrambles the message. An 
arsonist destroys Hiro's (admittedly not 
very long) life's work and accidentally 
offs Tadashi. Hiro asks his geek friends 
to set things right—and trains Baymax, 
his brother's kindly robot, with punches 
and kicks scanned from kung fu movies. 
Big Hero 6 veers from chipper to noisy 
to dark stretches where it grapples with 


adult-sized grief. Hiro isn't just a sweet 
moppet: He's full of rage and despair and 
ego. He needs Baymax to be his family, 
which means training him to fist-bump, 
and groaning when the robot runs out of 
battery and acts like a stumbling, slurring 
drunk—a moment that could have kids 
later suspiciously checking their own 
parents for a plug. (PG) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

DUMB AND DUMBER TO In the mid 

1990s, self-appointed cultural gatekeep¬ 
ers used to wield Peter and Bobby 
Farrelly's Dumb and Dumber as proof of 
the deterioration of film artistry. Those 
people hadn't, of course, actually both¬ 
ered to see the movie, and thus had no 
sense of its peculiar, sweet-spirited, 
un-toilet-trained brilliance. Times have 
changed, thank God, and today Dumb 
and Dumber is rightly considered a clas¬ 
sic, a number one deserving of a proper 
number two: In Dumb and Dumber To, 

Jim Carrey and Jeff Daniels return as 
Lloyd Christmas and Harry Dunne, best 
friends who share a few thousand brain 
cells, give or take, between them. But 
there's a vague sourness to Dumb and 
Dumber To, uncharacteristic of the 
Farrellys—even their Three Stooges 
movie, for all its eye-poking and nose- 
doinking, was filled with bratty affection. 
In Dumb and Dumber To, the moments 
that underscore Lloyd and Harry's 
devotion to each other feel overwritten 
and forced. The two spend more time 
dishing out sharp jabs to the nuts and 
semi-advertently killing off tropical birds 
than doing sweet stuff like smelling 
each other's farts—although there's a 
little of that, too. There are more than a 
few inspired gags, here, but Dumb and

Dumber To is mostly just a kick in the 
nuts, and not the good kind—provided 
there is a good kind. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

HORRIBLE BOSSES 2 The third-greatest 
scourge of the earth, right after online 
comments sections and bedbugs, is the 
unfunny comedy sequel, which may be 
why you think you should skip Horrible 
Bosses 2. The miraculous surprise is that 
Horrible Bosses 2 isn't terrible at all. It's 
looser, breezier, more confident than its 
predecessor. The first movie's big poke 
in the ribs was that Jennifer Aniston, 
America's sweetheart, was actually 
saying "cock" and "boner," a concept 
that was probably funnier when it was 
still just a concept. Aniston reappears 
here, having expanded her repertoire 
of things you shouldn't say in polite or 
even impolite company, but somehow 
she's funnier this time, not just in on the 
joke but integral to it. Horrible Bosses 
2 riffs on the "What could possibly go 
wrong?" rhetoric that's as old as comedy 
itself. Everything that could does. Having 
freed themselves from the employers 
who'd squelched their joie de vivre in 
the first movie, Nick (Jason Bateman), 
Kurt (Jason Sudeikis), and Dale (Charlie 
Day) have launched their own business, 
but high-powered biz guy Bert Hanson 
(an endearingly sinister Christoph 
Waltz) cheats them. To retaliate, they 
hatch a plan to kidnap his grown son, 
hail-fellow-well-met asshole Rex (Chris 
Pine, who makes an excellent eyelash- 
fluttering boy-man sociopath). The film 
works because it's filled with curlicues 
rather than all-out gags. The three leads 
are less funny for big comedy moments 
than for just how they are: Their petty 
aggravations, their up-front eye rolling, 
their ludicrous malapropisms—not to 
mention their furtive communications via 
pink toy walkie-talkies—add up to a kind 
of mad, Three Stooges-style bonhomie. 
They can't get along with one another, 
but you can't imagine them apart. (R)

in Christopher Nolan's nearly three-hour 
interg a lactic extravaganza Interstellar 
that there's almost no room for people. 
This is a gigantosaurus movie entertain¬ 
ment, set partly in outer space and partly 
in a futuristic dustbowl America where 
humans are in danger of dying out, and 
Nolan—who co-wrote the script with his 
brother, Jonathan—has front-loaded it 
with big themes and even bigger visuals. 
Interstellar is supposedly all about what 
it means to be human, but it's supersized 
in case we really are so out of touch 
with being human that we need to have 
everything blown up IMAX-big. "We 
used to look up at the sky and wonder 
at our place in the stars," says Cooper, 
Matthew McConaughey's farmer-astro¬ 
naut-dreamer in one of his many, many 
proclamations about life, family, and the 
cosmos. "Now we just look down and 
worry about our place in the dirt." But 
even the dirt in Interstellar looks spec¬ 
tacularly art-directed. Launched into a 
wormhole to scout new worlds for pos¬ 
sible human habitation, Cooper and his 
colleagues encounter frozen worlds and 
watery ones, and the dangers they face 
are both existential and specific. The 
universe Nolan has invented for them is 
vast, awe-inspiring, and terrifying. But 
if Nolan is so godlike, you'd think he'd 
be better with actors. They don't stand 
a shooting star's chance in Interstellar. 
Anne Hathaway's big moment—her only 
moment, really—is a quavery speech 
about true love. In what should be 
McConaughey's most moving scene—he 
faces the reality that his children have 
aged by 23 years, while he's only a few 
hours older—we can see McConaughey 
working the strings. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

NIGHTCRAWLER Jake Gyllenhaal, not 
a particularly bulky guy to begin with, 
dropped 20 pounds or so to play a Los 
Angeles misfit who finds his calling as 
a freelance crime videographer in Dan 
Gilroy's nervy thriller Nightcrawler. Even 
when Robert De Niro does it, weight 
change isn't acting—it's the antithesis 
of acting, merely a symbol of an actor's 
dedication and not the tensile, compli¬ 
cated act of commitment itself, which 
can unspool only in performance. But 
you could say that in reshaping his body 
and face, Gyllenhaal has achieved a 
kind of art direction of the self. His eyes, 
almost inhumanly enormous within that 
now-bony face, are as much a part of 
the look of Nightcrawler as its rapturous 
nocturnal Los Angeles streetscapes. As 
sociopathic self-starter Louis Bloom, 
Gyllenhaal has refashioned himself as a 
version of the Tony Perkins of Psycho, an 
Adam's apple with a sick, brilliant mind 
attached. Gyllenhaal is the polestar of 
Nightcrawler— just as he's fixated on the 
grisly crimes and accidents of his city, 
we can't look away from him. That seems 
to be part of writer/director Gilroy's 
design. He's infused Nightcrawler with 
a number of ideas, free-floating through 
the movie like fireflies: Gilroy takes on 
the news media's lust for increasingly 
prurient stories and graphic news foot¬ 
age, and the way crimes against white 
people take precedence over anything 
that happens to a person of color. But on 
the strength of Gyllenhaal's performance, 
Nightcrawler works best as a character 
study. It's chilling, but also wickedly 
funny and strange, like a good, dark 
Brian De Palma joke—in short, it's every¬ 
thing the stolid and humorless Gone 
Girl should have been. (R) Stephanie

PENGUINS OF MADAGASCAR 

Talking-animal spy comedy Penguins of 
Madagascar, a spin-off of talking-animal 
prison-break comedy Madagascar 
and its sequels, plays like a sampler of 
Dreamworks Animation's worst creative 
impulses: sugar-rush pacing, pandering 
meta-gags, and a slick, flavorless anima¬ 
tion style. These pervasive shortcomings 
make it impossible to enjoy this desper- 
ate-to-please film's two most distinctive 
assets: voice actors John Malkovich's 
and Benedict Cumberbatch's comically 
unhinged performances as the film's 
wet-blanket antagonists. Malkovich's 
Octavius Brine, a malevolent octopus, 
and Cumberbatch's Classified, an uptight 
wolf-cum-superspy, serve as comic foils 
for the hyperactive, happy-go-lucky pen¬ 
guin protagonists: bossy Skipper (Tom 
McGrath), level-headed Kowalski (Chris 
Miller), dimwitted Rico (Conrad Vernon), 
and nervous-nelly Private (Christopher 
Knights). Following these devil-may- 
care penguins' manic attempts to help 
Classified stop Brine from kidnapping 
penguins around the world is like being 
trapped on a runaway wooden roller 
coaster for 95 minutes. First Skipper 
and his group binge on junk food at Fort 
Knox. Then they flee from evil octopi in a 
Venetian gondola race. Then they crash- 
land in Hong Kong, and try to stop Brine 
from kidnapping local zoo penguins. 
Skipper's gang stumble around and 
needle both Classified and Brine with 
their monotonous quirks, like McGrath's 
fine-in-small-doses Captain Kirk-esque 
inflection and Knights' squeaky-toy stam¬ 
mer. It all just makes you want to root for 
the exasperated bad guys. (PG) Simon 
Abrams. Countywide. 

ROSEWATER During a 2009 Daily Show 
interview with Maziar Bahari, the 
Canadian-lranian journalist who, earlier 
that year, had been imprisoned in Iran 
for 118 days on espionage charges, 

Jon Stewart said, "We hear a lot about 
the banality of evil, but so little about 
the stupidity of evil." Or about its 
total humorlessness. Bahari had been 
arrested the previous June partly as the 
result of a Daily Show skit: Comedian 
Jason Jones, posing as the most phony- 
baloney spy imaginable, interviewed 
Bahari in a Tehran cafe just before a 
fraught and ultimately explosive election. 
Why was Iran so evil? Jones demanded. 
The perfect straight man, Bahari gave a 
response that was deflective, sensitive, 
and articulate. That didn't stop Iranian 
authorities from arresting him, using The 
Daily Show as proof that Bahari himself 
was a spy. We all know Stewart is a 
smart guy who's good at talking. What's 
surprising is how good he is at filmmak¬ 
ing. Stewart understands that even a 
story relying largely on dialogue, as this 
one does, also needs to be cinematic. As 
Bahari (Gael Garcia Bernal), pre-arrest, 
walks down a Tehran street, he thinks 
of his father and sister, both now dead: 
We see their images hazily reflected 
in windows he passes, ghosts brought 
vividly to life. Bernal gives a thoughtful, 
delicately calibrated performance, and 
he's funny, too. Rosewater doesn't take 
pains to remind us that some people 
are just culturally "different" and thus 
can't be held responsible for adhering 
to warped religious and political dogma. 
Instead, Stewart puts it pretty plainly: 
Some people are just idiots, and the stu¬ 
pidity of evil can kill you. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

‘Elizabeth Turk: Sentient Forms’ swirls around the Laguna Art Museum

T he visual trigger that creates a 
painting, the nagging thought 
that becomes a poem, the aria 
that begins with a musical 
note, the news article that becomes a film 
... all art has its beginning with some 
unruly sense impression. Few local artists 
seem to be as attuned to their perceptions 
as aptly as local sculptor Elizabeth Turk. 
Known primarily for her elaborate work 
with that most sensual of stones, marble, 
the Orange County resident throws open 
a few dozen doors to her creative process 
in the extraordinary “Elizabeth Turk: 
Sentient Forms” at Laguna Art Museum. 

Openly acknowledging that uncon¬ 
scious desire to feel, to experience 
for oneself the erotic smoothness of 
Turk’s glorious work (and to also pro¬ 
tect the delicate pieces), curator Grace 
Kook-Anderson, who also supplies the 
insightful notes at the doors of the vari¬ 
ous galleries, has posted a small piece of 
marble for the curious to touch—as well 
as to perhaps inspire them to their own 
creative processes. Named after the steps 
the science-literate Turk takes as she 
develops an art piece, the exhibition is 
separated into four galleries: “Reflect,” 
“Inquire,” “Expand” and “Pursue.” In 
“Reflect,” Turk offers a representation of 
an idyllic natural setting: A long slab of 
cut, sanded, dark wood, its rocky edges, 
lines and knots smoothed out like a flat 
stone skipping above the surface of a 
lake. Levitating off the floor, it’s the first 
example you’re going to want to feel; the 
urge to sit and take in your surroundings 
is strong, but don’t—just stand and take in 
the remainder of the installation. 

You’ll see water made from wood and 
paper, the swirls and circles and rivulets 
of water glowing with LED illumination 
traveling around a large rock; thick, heavy 
metal lattices perch there on white bases 
like complex, overgrown lichens leaching 
sustenance. The meditative state Turk 
creates is enhanced by black-and-white 
mandalas, created by repeatedly x-raying 
flowers, shells and other natural objects 
in striking circular patterns. Hung on 
the wall around the “water,” the frames 
feel like windows peering out to a mon¬ 
strously beautiful world just outside. 

“Inquire” features pieces from Turk’s 
“Collar” series, smoothly carved obses¬ 
sions resembling variations of elaborate 
Elizabethan ruffle collars that somehow 
escaped H.R. Giger’s imagination. Thank¬ 
fully lacking the gruesome sexuality that 
haunts the late Swiss surrealist’s work, 
Turk’s luminous ivory-colored pieces still 
offer the dark hint of glamorous torture 
devices, looking as though they would 


snap the neck of anyone unfortunate 
enough to put one on. One looks like a 
saddle for the thinnest horse in existence; 
another is a large lily pad melting into 
the water it’s floating on. One piece has 
elements that resemble DNA strands; 
another looks like hollow bones devoid of 
marrow or that thick, squiggly Christmas 
candy that nobody eats. Following in that 
food vein, the pieces also resemble some 
oddly shaped yet vaguely familiar carrion 
scavenged from an even weirder family 
holiday gathering. Context is everything, 
as is interpretation, with an accompany¬ 
ing video featuring some of the same 
displayed pieces filmed lying in water and 
sand, suggesting an altogether different 
scenario; it’s as if the sea had given up 
the picked-clean corpse of some monster 
from deep within its depths. 

In “Expand,” a thick block of uncut 
stone sits on its pedestal; a complex, 
carved, Escher-like box the same size 
0 Cage Box 7) rests on an identical pil¬ 
lar nearby. Reflective metal plates hang 
on the ceiling above, suggesting that 
after meditation and thought, ideas 
take shape and fly into the ether. The 
interior of the gallery has been painted 
black, with words such as context and 
interpretation, diagrammed sentences, 
and slogans including “Novel is cre¬ 
ative” scrawled on the walls, then half- 
erased—ideas started and abandoned or

connected to other ideas, the opposite 
of a blank slate, the artist only fleetingly 
able to communicate the lightning-fast 
associations and problem solving that 
eventually lead to the concrete, with the 
black box lending a presentational the¬ 
atricality to the room that carries over to 
the next gallery, “Pursue.” 

In the final room, Turk provides us 
with some of the innumerable images, 
references and obsessions that also give 
her inspiration. Her sketchbooks, hard¬ 
cover science books, photos and other 
reading material, laid open before us, are 
all sealed safely in a see-through case, 
notes written out on the glass in grease 
pencil. Imagery clipped from magazines— 
geometric shapes, the plume of a volcano 
erupting, the stained-glass framing of 
insect wings, spiral seashells, spinal col¬ 
umns, elaborate structural patterns—is 
also presented behind Plexiglas. This 
detached placement invites us to get close 
while simultaneously protecting the pic¬ 
tures, but also waves us off: Despite hav¬ 
ing access to the same influences as Turk, 
we still can’t touch her ordered chaos.

A t first glance, Tin & Velvet seems as 
if it belongs next to Brighton, Things 
Remembered or some other kitschy mom 
store. The name and slogan (A Shop of 
Delight) implies miniature garden bicycles 
or charm bracelets. But if that were the 
case, Tin & Velvet wouldn't be inside the 
Community shopping center in Anaheim. 

"Things here can be a little edgy, but 
with a big sense of humor," explains 
shop owner Jeanmarie Horwath. Even 
though she can't stand the term "shabby 
chic," Tin & Velvet sits nicely in that jux¬ 
taposition of cute and rough around the 
edges. Once inside the shop, it's hard to 
not squeal at every little thing. Horwath 
worked in retail for most of her life, and 
the experience shows in her bold cura- 
tion of candles made from beer bottles, 
Grumpy Cat cups, trendy handmade 
cards, beautiful tea towels and genuine 
Jung Koch Quentell prints. It's nearly 
impossible to walk away without a pur¬ 
chase from the 400-square-foot store.

The idea for the store was inspired 
by the two years Horwath and her hus¬ 
band lived in England. "You'd walk into 
these small shops," she says, "and they 
wouldn't order the best seller; they'd buy 
the weird thing." And while Horwath does 
carry popular brands such as Rifle Paper 
Co., she mostly orders pieces that make 
her laugh. 

A good time to visit Tin & Velvet is 
during Community's Ugly Sweater shop¬ 
ping event on Dec. 13. There will be food, 
drinks, karaoke and the most hideous 
Christmas sweaters the Horwaths can 
find. And you might actually find a mini 
garden bike, too—but it will definitely be a 
cool one.

iViva Chicano Soul/ 


L ate in the night during the Art 
Laboe Connection Show on HOT 
92.3 Los Angeles, a listener dedi¬ 
cates “Tell Her She's Lovely” by 
El Chicano to his lady. The legendary radio 
host says in his unmistakable velvety voice 
that the band is one of many they'll hear at 
his upcoming concert in Anaheim. After 
cueing the track, its Latin funk, thump¬ 
ing bass and deft guitar licks beam over 
the airwaves. The sounds of Chicano Soul 
summon whimsical feelings of LA barrio 
love, whether a heartfelt memory from 
Whittier Boulevard in decades past or a 
young couple laying out on the grass near 
Echo Park Lake today. 

The timeless music travels from ter¬ 
restrial frequencies onto the concert stage 
when Laboe presents the Chicano Soul 
Legends concert Saturday at the Theatre at 
Honda Center. His legion of listeners will 
fill arena seats for a lineup stacked with the 
genre’s iconic acts from the early '60s to the 
'70s, including Malo, Tierra, Thee Midnit¬ 
ers, the Heartbreakers and El Chicano. 

For Laboe, now 89 years old, putting 
on shows is nothing new. “I started doing 
concerts in 1956, and then we started 
having a lot of success in East LA and El 
Monte at the Legion Stadium,” he says. 
The famed memories of El Monte were 
fueled by getting around a Los Angeles 
ordinance forbidding youth under 18 from 
going to public dances and transformed 
into lore with performances by the likes of 
Ritchie Valens and Rosie & the Originals. 

It’s been awhile since Laboe has been 
to OC, but back then, a brand-new theme 
park in Anaheim picked up on his prow¬ 
ess. A Disneyland official tapped the “Old¬ 
ies But Goodies” guru to work his magic 
in the Magic Kingdom. “They had a very 
small, little place to play,” Laboe recounts. 
He checked out the venue, guessed its 
capacity at about 300 and told the upstart 
employee the show would draw thousands 
sure to ruin the flower garden nearby. 

“We did the show, and sure enough, about

3,000 people came [and] wiped out the 
flowers, but he got promoted!” 

Back on the dial, Laboe helped to plant 
the seeds of Chicano Soul. “We started 
playing some of their music when nobody 
else was,” he says of the early Mexican 
American artists. Valens and groups such 
as the Premiers were in heavy rotation. “It 
caught on.” 

As the '60s progressed, a number of 
musicians east of the LA River continued 
experimenting with jazz, soul and rock. 
Bassist Freddie Sanchez founded the VIPs 
in 1965. “We were a nightclub group that 
used to cover tunes,” Sanchez says. “We 
played a lot of dances for teenagers.” 

The group honed in on a soulful sound 
accentuated by a horn section. “The first 
person I brought into the VIPs' lineup was 
a 15-year-old named Bobby Espinosa,” 
Sanchez adds. “That was the seedling of El 
Chicano.” The youngster brought his mas¬ 
tery of the Hammond organ, an essential 
element to their brown-eyed-soul sound. 

El Chicano and other groups on the Chi¬ 
cano Soul Legends bill began hitting it big 
as the years went on. Sanchez and crew 
got their big break—and a new name— 
from being one-take wonders. The VIPs 
got invited to a studio by way of Bobby’s 
brother Henry. “We went in to record 
and ended up only doing one song, ‘Viva 
Tirado,' by accident because after that, 
the recording equipment broke down,” 
Sanchez says. “We did one take, and that’s 
it, but that song became a hit from that 
point on.” 

The group were driving around San 
Diego when they heard their smooth 
rendition of the Gerald Wilson Orchestra 
instrumental on the air for the first time. 
“Hey, that’s us!” they exclaimed. The DJ 
announced it as a brand-new song from 
a brand-new group called “El Chicano.” 
The musicians turned to each other in 
bewilderment. “Who’s El Chicano?” they 
wondered. Producer Eddie Davis had got¬ 
ten his hands on the track, released it on 
his own in 1970 and gave the VIPs a name 
change without telling them. 

Another D J began spinning the tune. 
“When I first heard it, I didn’t quite 
understand it. It’s a real quiet song,” recalls 
Laboe. “I remember playing it as a main¬ 
stream record. It has a certain feel to it that 
I don’t think any other song does.” 

Over time, El Chicano learned to grow 
into their new name. “We stuck to the 
meaning behind it,” Sanchez says. “We 
were always trying to create positivity and 
pride through our music. Our first album 
didn’t have any sides toward the Chicano 
Movement, but the second album, Revo¬ 
lution, did.” 


El Chicano toured the world behind the 
strength of “Viva Tirado” and other hits. 
The group of guys from East LA shared 
stages throughout the ’70s with the Jack- 
sons, Stevie Wonder and Aretha Franklin, 
among others. “People were yelling, ‘Chi¬ 
cano!’ in Germany, Japan and beyond,” 
Sanchez says. 

But then disco took over, and Chi¬ 
cano Soul cooled off. The group never 
attempted to change their sound to the fad 
of the time. “Had we gone trendy, I don’t 
think El Chicano would be around today,” 
Sanchez adds. 

That’s true of the rest of Chicano Soul’s 
best. Thee Midniters, Malo, Tierra and 
others remain active and are coming 
together for this weekend’s show. “Art 
Laboe has become the iconic figure, which 
is really great. It’s an absolute compliment 
that he’s still there and we’re still there,” 
Sanchez says. “Believe me, when you get 
to a certain age, you’re just thankful that 
you’re still there.” 

The 68-year-old bassist makes that com¬ 
ment having suffered two major losses 
in 2010, when both Bobby Espinosa and 
percussionist Rudy Regalado died. “That’s 
when I really had to rethink things, but as 
fate would have it, I ended up gettingback 
with guitarist Mickey Lespron and singer 
Jerry Salas,” Sanchez says. “They still 
wanted to go out there and perform.” 

Not only do they do just that, but with 
producer Gerry Gallagher, El Chicano are 
readying Signature, a new studio album, 
whose featured guests include Vikki Carr, 
who recorded vocals for a reinterpretation 
of their hit “Sabor a Mi.” 

Longevity is the key for bands such as El 


Chicano, aided by events such as the Chi¬ 
cano Soul Legends concert and hosts such 
as Laboe. “There’s more than one genera¬ 
tion of Chicanos now. You’ve got the OGs. 
They go back into the ’50s, and you’ve got 
the younger people that were born in the 
’90s,” Laboe says. “Sometimes whole fami¬ 
lies come.” 

And if there ever were an honorary 
Chicano abuelo, it’s Laboe. His special ties 
to the community date back to El Monte 
Legion Stadium concerts and the raza that 
attended them. “I recognized the people 
who were coming to the shows and would 
get down in the audience, meet and talk 
with them,” Laboe says. “I ingratiated 
myself to them and held out my hand. 

They accepted that, and I became a sym¬ 
bol of some kind of crossover between 
Chicanos, the music and myself. I think 
that’s extended to today.” 

Laboe will be at the Honda Center 
introducing bands and taking photos with 
fans, continuing his living legacy in radio 
that began 71 years ago and has earned him 
a star on the Hollywood Walk of Fame as 
well as a place in the Radio Hall of Fame. 

“I’m real happy to come to this event 
in Orange County,” Laboe says. “I haven’t 
been there in a real long time, and it’s 
going to be a great show!”

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Making the Move 

OC-based Fearless Records gets a fresh start in LA

W e’re accustomed to our OC 
bands leaving the nest to 
migrate to LA. But it rarely 
happens with our record 
labels. Recently Fearless Records made 
the leap from their office in Sunset Beach, 
opening up shop on Jefferson Boulevard. 
We’re happy to hear about Fearless’ expan¬ 
sion (they’re mostly known these days for 
churning out Warped Tour-caliber bands 
such as Motionless In White, Pierce the 
Veil and the Color Morale). Though we 
were bummed to hear the label moved, we 
were curious as to what its new digs were 
like. So we jumped at its offer to give us the 
grand tour of the new office. 

The label began in Westminster in 1992, 
with founder Bob Becker humbly hawking 
records on consignment. That was a step 
up from selling albums at local shows, but 
also much different from his previous gig 
selling precious metals such as gold and sil¬ 
ver to wealthy businessmen. He called his 
label Fearless because it was how he felt at 
the time; eventually, that label would help 
put OC’s alt-rock scene on the map. 

Fearless’ new LA digs sit inconspicu¬ 
ously in a hive-like business park that’s just 
a stone’s throw from Rodeo Drive. As far as 
offices go, it’s still a pretty no-frills opera¬ 
tion. On a recent Wednesday afternoon, 
Fearless is busy, humming, hard and post¬ 
modern; with its concrete floors, it seems 
like a factory, but serene, like your high 
school on a Saturday. Everyone has clear, 
glass walls, and they resemble teenagers 
brooding in their bedrooms, too engrossed 
in what they’re doing to even look up. 
There are posters and albums everywhere, 


and the walls are lined with gold and plati¬ 
num records and press. 

Label owner Bob Becker, who says he 
also keeps an office in Orange County, 
walks by. He’s dressed casually in a T-shirt 
and blue jeans. Judgingby the articles on 
the walls, he’s a bigger deal than his unas¬ 
suming demeanor lets on. 

While the bedrock of Fearless’ product 
is mid-aughts metalcore, Becker says, 
“We’ve expanded our sound a little bit. 

“But we did something a long time ago 
that bigger labels still haven’t totally adapted 
to,” he continues. “We really embraced the 
Internet and all things digital.” 

Becker realized that social-media plat¬ 
forms provided an opportunity for his label 
to build an intimate relationship, unfiltered 
and direct, with the kids buying his music. 
Fearless became as much a part of the con¬ 
versation as the bands it signs. 

Even after releasing such smash hits as 
“Hey There Delilah” by the Plain White 
T’s, Fearless is trying to keep things on an 
even keel. What some might consider cash- 
grab efforts—including the incredibly pop¬ 
ular “Punk Goes...” compilations, which 
Becker jokingly admits wasn’t very punk- 
are used, ultimately, to create maximum 
exposure for artists they truly believe in. 

The spirit of what made music alive and 
tangible lives in that office and in the heart 
of Becker, who is still a big teenager, with 
a love and admiration for the industry that 
helps him outlast the competition. But he 
doesn’t want to become the biggest label in 
the world; he wants to guide fellow indies 
and majors on the path back home.

CRAZY MOTHERCLUCKERS 


Neon Dreamers 

O ver the past few years, Roosterhead have 
gotten really good at making weird music. 
Mostly because they make a lot of it. And there's 
no denying that buddies Luke Johnson and 
Shawn Her Many Horses are two of the mad¬ 
dest scientists in OC's music scene. For proof, 
look no further than their recently released, 
22-track effort, Attention Deficit Fever Dream. 
With a smorgasbord of sounds that range from 
childlike to monstrous, they show us once 
again what happens when a band get drunk on 
technical creativity and neon paint. The crash¬ 
ing drums, melodic guitars, twisting synths and 
multilayered noise are reminiscent of the cava¬ 
lier rock of the '90s. 

Putting out the album should've been chal¬ 
lenge enough for the band, as they put most of 
it together by tossing their live recordings and 
arrangements back and forth over the Internet, 
writing songs independently for the first time in 
their history. But now, coming up with live trans¬ 
lations of the songs is a whole new adventure. 

OC WEEKLY; What kinds of interesting sounds or 
techniques do you use on this album? 

LUKE JOHNSON: [We used] a lot of weird 
instruments and recording techniques forthis 
album. On the lasttrack, "Pleasures of Life atthe 
Touch of a Button," Shawn recorded the whole 
song just using an iPad, with whatever sounds 
he could find in the Garage Band app. The first 
track, "Download the Word," is built from a 
little keytar thing I picked up for $6 at Goodwill. 
There's another one for which I use this air organ 
I got at a garage sale five or six years ago. There 
were a lot of odd things we would have never 
thought of using before. Forthis record, any 
instrument was fair game. 

Any story behind the title of the record? 

The attention deficit part—well, Shawn and I 
both have short attention spans, and we wrote a 
bunch of short songs that weren't anything alike. 
Then the fever dream part of it was because all

the songs still fit together in this psychedelic 
dream that's all part of the same trip. The other 
meaning of the title is more literal, like, as far 
as the lack of attention for our band and feeling 
like an unknown band and how that affects your 
hopes, ambitions and dreams. So we wanted to 
have more emotional honesty about things we 
care about and what we're going through while 
trying to make as much music as we can. 

How do you possibly translate these complicated 
songs live? 

When we were making the album, one of the 
rules was don't worry about how we're ever 
going to play these songs again. It was just play¬ 
ing whatever we could at the time. Now, we're 
already playing most of the new songs live. It's 
weird trying to relearn our own songs. I had to 
add a bunch of instruments to my setup. I have 
a bass that I hang from a stand because on the 
song "Day Dream Time Machine," there's a 
sound that's me playing drums on a bass that has 
a weird flanger effect on it. So in a live setting, 

I hang it up over the kit, and I hit that with one 
hand while playing my drums with the other. I 
also have a synth and an electronic drum pad. 

It's getting pretty hard to do this band with only 
two people, but we're definitely doing everything 
we canto make it work.
